MINOT LEDGE LIGHTHOUSE. 


The HWtorle Storm tVklen. Wiped the Orig- 


inal Stroetnre Oat of ExIitoM*. 


Tb« lighthouse on Minot'* ledge 


stands •within tho shadow of a tragedy. 
It Is the second structure erected upon 
the ledge. The first lighthouse and the 
lire* It held were claimed by the sea. 
Begun In 1S47 and completed In No- 
vember, 18*8, it was overwhelmed in 
April, 1851. Its destruction was the 
most tragic event in the history of cor 
lighthouse establishment. The struc- 
ture was an octagonal tower supported 
upon wrought iron piles strengthened 
by braces. The piles penetrated fire 
leet into the rock. On the brace*. 34H 
feet abOTe the rock, the keeper had con- 
structed a platform for the storage cf 
bulky articles and had fastened to the 
lantern deck, 63 feet above the rock, a

On Monday, April 14, 1851, ttwre 


was a strong easterly gale blowing. At 
that time there were en the tower two 
assistant keepers and a friend of the 
principal keeper. The visitor became 
frightened at the first indication of a 
storm, and in response to a signal from 
the tower a boat put off for Cohasset 
and took him ashore. Oa Tuesday the 
wind swung around to the northeast, 
the most dangerous quarter from which 
the elements can horl themselves upon 
Minot's, as they then rejoice in the ac- 
cumulated f ary of miles of wind torn 
sea. By the 16th it had increased to 
a hurricane, and the tower was BO com- 
pletely buried in the heavy seas that 
nothing of it could be seen by the group 
of aniious watchers at Cohasset. About 
4 o'clock in the evening of the ICth 
the platform was washed ashore. Then 
the watchers knew that the water had 
risen to within seven feet of the tower. 
At nightfall it waa seen that the light 
was burning. It was observed at fitful 
intervals until 10 o'clock that night, 
when it was finally lost to sight. At 1 
o'clock on the mcrningcf Thursday, 
April 17, just at the turn of the flood, 
when the outstreaming tide and the in- 
rushing hurricane met at Minot's, a 
violent tolling of the lighthouse bell 
was heard. After that no sound rose 
above the din of the storm. About 6 
o'clock In the morning a man walking 
along the shore saw a chair washed np 
a little distance ahead of him. Eiam- 
Ining it, he recognized it as bavins been 
| In the watchroom cf the tower. After 


this discovery no one had any doubt i of 
the tragedy which had been enacted be- 
hind the curtain of the storm. When 
it lifted, naught was seen over Minot's 
ledge but the sea, its white crests 
streaming triumphantly in the gale. - 


It Is believed by those competent to 


judge of such matters that the destruc- 
tion of the tower was due to the surface 
which the platform constructed by the 
keeper offered to the waves and to the 
strain cf the hawser upon the structure. 
Every time this hawser was struck by 
a sea it actnally tugged at the tower. 
There seems also little doubt that the 
sum appropriated by congress for the 
building of the lighthouse was insuffi- 
cient by about two-thirds for such a 
structure as the perilous situation called 
for.—Gnstav Kobbe In Century.

LIVES WITH A BROKEN NECK. 


Off

Of all the cases of patients Buffering 


from broken neck that hare recently 
been recorded in this vicinity the most 
remarkable undoubtedly is one now tin- 
der treatment by the surgeons of the 
Crouverneur hospital. 
Sereral Instances of dislocation of the 


bonea of the spinal column hare come to 
light within the' last few months. This 
is a case of genuine fracture of the bonea 
of the neck at the base of the skoll, an 
injury that baa heretofore been generally 
regarded as mortal and in which the re- 
mits bare always borne oat the BOT- 
geon'i diagnosis. Bnt in this instance 
not only Is the patient alive, bat there is 
•very indication that he will, after 
proper care, recover his physical and 
mental faculties and get entirely well. 


Little Isaac Goerstein, 9 yean old, of 


4 Allen street is the patient. He was re- 
turning from school on Wednesday aft- 
ernoon about 2 o'clock, and at the cor- 
ner of Henry and Piio streets was 
knocked down and injured by a puming 
truck. An ambulance was summoned, 
and the surgeons diagnosed the case as 
cerebral hemorrhage. He was removed 
to the ho^MM, and a more thorough in- 
vestigaaM w*» made by House Surgeon 
JamaL 


Dr. Vxil discovered that the neck 


was br:ken just below tho base of the 
skull, which was slightly fractured, and 
that the ivbe of the right car was split. 
He and two assistants bczanwork en 
the boy, who was then unconscious, and 
made a plastic coat which covered the 
body from the waist to tho top of the 
head, leaving only the fcco visible. 


The plaster cast cukes it impossible 


for the boy to move tha upper part of his' 
body at all, and the respiration is labored 
and uneven. When asked in reference 
to the case. House Surgeon Jama] said: 


'•When I discovered the neck was bro- 
ken,! expected the boy to die, as of 
conrso persons with broken necks are 
not in the habit of living any great len gth 
of time after the accident. Death is 
usually instantaneous, end especially to 
with children. 


"It is the most remarkable case that 


ever came under my observation, and I 
have searched medical works and cannot 
find its parallel. The boy is gradually 
improving, and the chances are now that 
be will survive. I shall bring the case to 
the attention of tha medical world and 
invite doctors here from various hospi- 
tals to examine tnm. i have taken an 
especial interest in bin myself and am 
sure my brother physicians will do like- 
wise."—Hew York Herald.

The partial failure of the experiments 


thus far made in the culture of Cau- 
casian tea is attributed to a want of ex- 
pert knowledge in the planting.
